Ing the dJdevelopment of Lhe great
stronm. As soon a8 thiy data Is avell-
nble actunl work will be begun iIn
making the channel navigable and
opening 10 commerce a hew aveénue of
franaportstion, Operntions on the Mis-
sourl river, howover, will be under-
taken at once, the plans for the work
haviug been approved this week by
General Alexunder MacKentle, chief of
angineers.

The Rivera and Horbors Bill carried
for work on the Mlssourl river the
sum of $400,000, General MacKengle
plans to expend between the mouth of
the river and Kansas City $1560,000;
betweed Kansas Clty and Sloux Clty
the same amount; and between Sloux
City and Fort Benton, Mont, 5100.-
000. The principal work to be under-
taken will be the clesring of the ¢chan-
nel, but g considerable portion of the
appropriation will be spent on work
for the protection of the banks of the
river, Work on the Ohlo river and a
number of the southarn rivers will be
undertalen about the same date, or as
quickly thersafter as the chlef of en-
ginoers can approve the plans of the
engineors In the field. The same holds
true of the Columbia river and the
other streams of the coast, As for
Improvements streamn  omptying
into the Lakes, and the harbors on the
inland seas, work on these bodles of
water will be undertaken just as soon
ns they are free from lce.

Bimultaneously with the actual be-
ginning of operations on the varlous
Improvement projects, will be held the
firkt meeting of the new Inland Water-
ways Cominlssion, which has just been
named by President Roosevell, Con-
grossman  Burton, chalrman of the
Rivers and Harbors Committes of the
House, 18 chalrman of thls new c¢om-

Through
the organization's efforts, however, the
nation=wide tmportance of the ques-
tlon is now understood, and the fact
{s well eatabillshed that with adequate
transportation in the producing cen-
ters of the Mlddle West, the whole
country will benefit through the re-
ductlon of fralght charges in geiting
these products to the centers of con-
sumption.
